Summary.  Impacts  of  the  Senate  Farm  Bill  provisions  reducing  direct  loan 
levels,  increasing  use  of  the  interest  buydown  program,  and  revising 
restructuring  authorities  are  estimated  by  the  Administration  to  reduce 
outlays  by  about  $500  million  over  five  years.  CBO  estimates  the  changes 
will  reduce  outlays  by  about  $850  million  over  five  years. 

Direct  lending  reductions.  The  interest  buydown  program  reduces  direct 
lending  for  ownership  and  operating  loans  by  $100  million  in  1991,  $200 
million  in  1992,  and  $300  million  in  each  of  the  next  three  years. 

The  impact  of  the  reductions  in  program  level  on  outlays  depends  on 
repayment  assumptions.  Since  outlays  measure  loan  disbursements  less  loan 
repayments,  loans  disbursed  and  repaid  during  the  five  year  period  will 
have  little  impact  on  total  outlays  for  the  period. 

CBO  has  estimated  lower  repayment  rates  than  0MB,  and  thus  estimates  a 
greater  outlay  savings  from  the  reductions  in  program  level.  CBO  has 
estimated  the  reductions  in  direct  lending  would  reduce  outlays  by  about 
$890  million  over  five  years.  0MB  estimates  the  reduction  in  direct 
lending  would  reduce  outlays  by  about  $530  million  over  five  years. 

Interest  buydown.  The  interest  rate  buydown  program  provides  for  up  to  a 
four  percentage  point  reduction  in  guaranteed  interest  rates  if  necessary 
for  the  borrower  to  cashflow.  The  bank  is  not  required  to  match  the 
goverment  subsidy.  The  Senate  provisions  are  consistent  with  the 
Administration's  budget  proposals  to  subsidize  about  $400  million  in 
guaranteed  loans  each  year  and  costs  are  scored  as  shown  in  the  1991 
budget. 

Good  faith  provisions.  The  revisions  in  restructuring  authorities  would 
restrict  benefits  to  borrowers  who  have  acted  in  good  faith.  The  changes 
are  estimated  to  reduce  outlays  by  about  $10  million  annually.
